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The annual Meeting and Dinner of the Old Boys' Association took place at the Montreal 
Club on Feb. 7th, about 80 Old Boys being present. Unfortunately, college activities kept a 
number of the younger Old Boys from being in attendance. It was gratifying to see the num- 
ber of Old Boys from out-of-town who came to the Dinner, and it is hoped that in view of 
their enthusiasm even more of the Montreal Old Boys may, in future, be able to attend. A 
letter from Dr. S.P.Smith who regretted his inability to be present was read by the Chair- 
man, W.Mitchell. The guest speaker was Archdeacon Hepburn, an Old Boy, and formerly Senior 
Protestant Chaplain of the Services. In his address which was most earnest and impressive, 
yet highly entertaining, he stressed the value of fine traditions by quoting a parent, who, 
while speaking with a headmaster, said "I wish the School to go through my boy and not mere- 
ly my boy to go through the School". Before handing a cheque for over $138,000 to W.W.Ogil- 
vie, Chairman of the Board of School Directors, H. deM. Molson thanked all Old Boys who had 
helped in the Campaign but prefaced his remarks by stating that the objective of $250,000 
was still short by some $73,000. Hopes were expressed that Old Boys who had not yet sub- 
scribed would do so. Contributions, deductible from Income Tax, may still be sent to B.C.S. 
War Memorial Campaign, Aldred Building, Montreal , P.Q.. In view of the objective not being 
reached, W.W.Ogilvie stated that the original plans for the Memorial Buildings would have to 
be modified. Alterations to the Main Building, erection of one House instead of two, and the 
building of a Chapel were announced. Thanks were extended to all Old Boys and friends of the 
School who had contributed the substantial sum of $177,000. The Headmaster, Col. Grier, in 
mentioning the fine results obtained in the various School activities by the boys and the 
members of his staff, thanked all concerned for the honours brought to the School. Prolong- 
ed applause interrupted him when he mentioned the names of R.L.Young and G.Wiggett; the for- 
mer for the excellent Memorial Issue of the Magazine which he and his staff produced, and 
the latter for the high sense of sportsmanship which he had developed during the 14 seasons 
he has coached the hockey team with the following results: 110 wins, 54 losses, 18 ties. 
Bishop Williams and E. deL . Greenwood both spoke briefly at the close of the Dinner.
